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Table 1. bclow shows the disposition, according to grcadc of 
occupation, of the total population eveilabl<e and offcring for gainful occupe- 
tion in July, 1939 and Deccmbcr, 1946. 


The totel labour forcc cxpendcd during thc 1939-45 War to a 
greatcr extent than would have occurred undcr pecacc-timc conditions - thc «bnor- 
mal expansion has been cstimatcd to have reached some 80,000 malcs &£nd 100,000 
fcmalcs. It was anticipstcd that with the demobilisation of the forecs and 
gencral rcturn to pececetime conditions, the grcctcr part of this abnormal cx- 
pansion would disappear but only © comparatively small decrcasc has occurred. 
This fact is particularly intcrcsting in view of the vcry high proportion of 
marricd womcn in the working population compearcd with pre-war days. Thus the 
totel Labour force in Deccmbcr, 1946, wes cstimatcd to be cpproximatcly 
3,280,000 or only 74,000 lcss than in Junc, 1945. In addition, there were in 
December 1946, 22,100 mcn snd 3,000 women doing full-time Reconstruction Train- 
ing Courses preparatory to resuming or commcncing, civil cmploymecnt who arc not 
includcd in Table l.

Total occupicd civiliens numbered 2,255,900 in Junc, 1933, whcn there 
were 563,200 persons unemployed. In July, 1939, 2,737,700 civilians werc occu- 
picd end 298,000 wcrc unemploycd. In Deecmbecr, 1946, there werc 3,114,700 occu- 
pied civilians of 377,000 more than in July, 1939. There were & large number of 
persons tcmporarily idle in Deccmbcr 1946 (due to industrial disputes and sca- 
gonel factors) end thc total number of persons (82,700) shown es unemploycd at 
that timc has sinec fallcn considerably (perhaps 257.) os is shown clearly by the 
employment scrics in Table 3. 


Tablc 2. shows totel occupicd civilians in cach Statc in July, 1939 
and December, 1946. 


Between Junc, 1945, or just prior to thc cnd of thc war, and Dec- 
ember, 1946, total occupicd civilians in sustralie cxpandcd by 17. 6jc. The per- 
centages for cach State werc: Ncw South Walcs 18.6; Victoria 15.6; Quccensland 
15.63 South dustralia 19.0; Westcrn australia 25.6; Tasmania 19.87%. The Vic- 
torian figurzs for Decembcr, 1946, were affcctcd by industricl disputes while the 
Queensland figurcs were affected by scasoneal slackncss in the meet, sugar ond, 
other industrics. Westcrn sustralie showcd the greatest cxpansion end this was 
related to the demobilisation of thc Forces to which Westcrn sustralia rclative ly 
made the greatcst contribution.

Table 3 below shows for rcecnt months and ccrtain cerlier periods the 
estimated numbers of wagc end salary carncrs in Civil Employment cxcluding wage 
carncrs in Rurel Industry and Female Domcstics in Private Homes disscctcd into 
Government and Privatc Enployncnt. In November, 1941, just prior to the cntry 
of Japan into the War, a pcak was rcachcd and uncmploymcnt had dropped to a low 
lcvel. Rapid cxpansion of the Dcfcnec Forecs then comcnecd to reduce the nun= 
bers of men in civil employment ond from ebout Junc 1942 until the end of the 
War.the scries in Table 3 showed only minor varictions. 


Although general demobilisation commcnecd in October 1945 and the number 
of wage and sclary caorners in civil cmployncnt (cxeluding rural industry, etc.) 
began to risc as a result, there was 2 temporary sct-back in December 1945 duc 
to the industrial disputc in the coal mining industry cnd rotioning of coal, 
clectricity and ges. Theresftcr the numbers in enployzent incrcased rapidly, 
slowing down only in November and Deccnber 1946 when industricl disputes and sea- 
sone@l uncmployment affectcd the figures. Details of cmployment in sclected 
months according to industrial classes arc given in Teblc 7. 


Fron March to 4pril 1947, the estimtcd number of wege and selery cerners 
in employment (excluding rurcl wage camers and fcmle doncstics in private hones) 
inercased by 7,900 (males 8,600; fcmeales -700.) Government cnployncent cxpandcd 
by 2,600 and private cmploymcnt by 5,300. Further details arc given below.

Table 5 shows for each State the number of wage and salary earners in 
civil employment (excluding wage earners in rural industry and female domestics 
in private homes) in July 1939, November 1941 etc., and recent months. 


During April, 1947, male employment increased in all States ecept WA. 
(slight fall). Female employment decreased in N.S.W., Victoria and Queensland 
and increased im S. A. and Tasmanic. The total net increases (numbers of per- 
sons) were as follows: New South Wales 2,600; Victoria -300; Queensland 2,7005 
South Australia 1,600; Western Australia =3003 Tesmanic, 1,300; Territorics 
300 (Total 7,900).

Employment in manufacturing decrceascd during «pril, 1947, in Ncw South 
Wales and Victoria, but Quecnsland end Tasmania showcd significant incrcascs 
during the month. Enployment in jam, ctc., canncrics in Ncw South Walcs de- 
creascd by 400 males & 1,300 fcmalcs, while all othcr typcs of fcctorics showcd 
little variation from the previous month. Expcricncec in Victoria was similar 
to that in Ncw South Welcs. an ctc., canncrics showcd a seasonal dcclinc in 
employment of 600 males and 1,000 fcmiles whilc all other types of factorics 
showcd little change. In Queensland abattoirs, ctc., showed © se&sonal increase 
of 700 males. In Tasmania jam, ctc., canncrics cxpeanded their cnployment for 
seasonal opcrations by 150 males and 200 femalcs, other factorics showing little 
variation.

During thc six months cndcd Deecmbcr, 1946, malc wage carners employed 
by privatc employcrs on ncw buildings and additions and maintéenonec of build- 
ings is cstimted to havc inercascd by 7,100. In the four months cnded April, 
ro 1947, thc inercasc was 6,700, Employccs on construction of roads, bridges, 
ctc. and dircct Governmcnt cmployces on buildings, ctc. inercascd by 6,500 in 
the period Junc - Decenbcr 1946 end by 5,900 in the four months cndcd April, 
1947.
